“« Hospital : Rates. 


Rather more than a weels ag; ‘it 
was announced in the Government 
Gazette that changes had been de- 
cided upon in regard to the rates 
charged. to” patients in local Go- 
vernment’ hospitals. . An analysis 
of these showed. that.'in addition |, 
to the customary - daily. charge, 
patients would be called “apon to 
pay for medical” treatment. + At 
the time, there ‘was no" reason 
‘given for these increases, but this 
igs now forthcoming in the Budget 
‘speech, it being explained that the 
changes were being: made as the 
result of “representations by the 
local medical profession. In other, 
words; the medical profession 
evidently objects to the, , competi-
